ORANGE COUNTY M.C. CHAL- 
LENGES R-D CREW IN L.A. INTER- 
NATIONAL MOTOCROSS 


Sparked by team captain, eighteen 
year old Mike Chamberlain from Wood- 
land Hills, California, the San Fernando 
Valley will uncork its R-D Racing crew 
at the Los Angeles-International Moto- 
cross which is to be held at Ascot Park 
in Gardena, December 27th & 28th. 

"The other three members of the team, 
sponsored by R-D Sportcycles in Canoga 
Park, Cal., are Terry Bilton of Wood- 
land Hills, Bob Steffan of Granada Hills 
and Bill Payne, a sixteen year old sky- 
rocket from Simi, Cal. 

Payne, who entered his first race in 
May of this year, has already garnered 
an enviable string of motorcycle com- 
petition victories, He's collected six 
wins, a second and a third place finish, 
including a first overall in the recently 
completed Hope Town Grand Pix — a 
contest in which young Mr, Payne had to 
beat approximately seventy other riders 
to the finish line. 

No less impressive, are the triumphs 
of Steffan, Bilton and Chamberlain, This 
year alone, they have divided seventeen 
“first at the checkers” between them- 
selves. And it is rumored that they are 
improving in every race. 

The first event which the members of 
the team entered as a unit, was at the 
Westlake Inter-Am last month, There — 
astride imported Maicos, and completely 
attired in gold and black riding clothes 


— the group was instantly a smash hit, 

The R-D gauntlet has been picked up 
by another well known So, CalMotocross 
team, Bob Maynard's of Orange County. 
In a letter to promoter Bob Bailey the 
Orange County boys announced that they 
would assault Ascot Park in full force 
and come to throw dirtonthe R-D team's 
colorful jerseys.

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NEW CALIFORNIA HELMET BILL WOULD SET STANDARDS 


By Russ Sanford T 


A previous article discussed Califor- 
nia Assembly Bill 654, the controversial 
helmet law, and its fate to date, Ques- 
tions concerning the intended future of 
AB 654 were presented to the Bill's co- 
authors, Assemblymen Tom Hom and 
John Francis Foran, Assemblyman Hom 
has advised that he has withdrawn his 
sponsorship of the thrice-defeated bill, 
The following are excerpts from the 
questions asked and answers provided 
by Assemblyman Foran: 

QUESTION: What has followed since the 
April 21st revision (to AB 654) was 
introduced? 

ANSWER: As amended, AB 654 was ap- 
proved by the Assembly Transportation 
Committee, the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, and the full Assembly. 
On June 18, 1969, the bill was heard and 
killed by theSenate Transportation Com- 
mittee, 

QUESTION: What was the intent of the 
April 21st revision? 

ANSWER: AB 654 was to merely require 
the CHP to establish minimum safety 
standards for motorcycle helmets sold 
in California, The purpose of this was to 
assure that, when a person bought a

motorcycle helmet, he would in fact ob- 
tain a '*safety" helmet, Many so-called 
**safety'" helmets are currently being 
sold which do not provide adequate pro- 
tection, The bill in its final form merely 
would have assured that purchasers of 
motorcycle helmets obtained a helmet 
meeting minimum safety standards. 


QUESTION: What are your future inten- 
tions with respect to AB 654? 

ANSWER; It is my present intention to 
introduce AB 654 at the coming legisla- 
tive session, The bill will be introduced 
as amended on April 21, 1969, It willnot 
contain the requirement that motorcy- 
clists wear a protective helmet. 


The revised helmet bill seen in this 
light leads me to believe that we all owe 
Assemblyman Foran a vote of thanks. 
Too often we have seen the results of 
seomone buying a supposedly approved 
helmet off the bargain counter only to 
find that it was no bargain at all when it 
came apart, When the time comes, As- 
semblyman Foran can depend upon Cali- 
fornia’s motorcyclists to stand behind 
this revised bill. 

Two more questions were asked of 
Assemblyman Foran: 


QUESTION; I have been given to under- 
stand that Washington intends to withdraw 
ten percent of the federal highway aid 
funds if California does not enforce the 
helmet law for motorcyclists during the 
next legislative session, Is this true? 
ANSWER: While the federal government 
does have the power to withhold tenper- 
cent of our federal aid highway funds if 
we do not enact a mandatory helmetlaw, 
I think it unlikely that the federal govern- 
ment will take such action during the next 
legislative session, 

QUESTION; If so, does Washington mean 
the adoption of safety standards for hel- 
mets or does it mean the enforced wear- 
ing of helmets? 

ANSWER: Such action by the federal 
government would arise from Califor- 
nia’s failure to enact a law requiring 
motorcyclists to wear a protective hel- 
met. 

So, you can see from Assemblyman 
Foran’s reply to the last question, that 
although we have won the first three 
rounds, there may very well be more 
to come.

ORANGE, CAL. Dec. 14th, 1969 — The 
hills of Saddleback Park swarmed with 
approximately 20,000 sun-drenched 
spectators who gathered to watch Arne 
Kring spark the Swedish Husqvarna team 
to a three-position sweep of the 1969 
Inter-Am finale, Based on unofficial 
tabulation Kring is the series winner, 
having posted more wins than anyone 
else on the tour, 

Arne won the second and third moto on 
Sunday and dropped only one place in the 
first heat behind teammate BengtAberg. 
Bengt was second overall and third went 
to Hakan Andersson, 

Winner of the non-Swedish category 
and fourth overall was Vic Allan, Scots- 
man Vic had his Greeves’ wick turned 
up all day and pulled off a third in the 
second moto and a fifth in the final heat, 
Ake Jonsson rode the opening lap of the 
second moto in dead last position but hard 
work earned him a fifth at the end of 
the day, 

Highest placing CZ rider was Jiri 
Stodulka who was sixth just ahead of CZ 
mainstay, Roger DeCoster, Joel Robert 
had returned home reportedly favoringa 
recurrent back injury. 

The Husky domination began early 
when Kring, Torsten Hallman and An- 
dersson became the avant garde of the 
first moto, Jonsson, Dave Smith on the 
American Eagle, Stodulka and Aberg 
followed. 

Smith seemed to be in full command 
of fifth spot but a fried piston ended one 
of the better showings of the American 
Eagle team, Another Eagle rider, Ray 
Jordan, was ninth at sundown. 

Starting from seventh place, Aberg 
steamrollered over everyone insight and 
even got past Kring in the final laps, 
DeCoster was also making up for a 
lackluster start and picked off several 
riders to get fifth, Dave Bickers snapped 
off the contact points breaker arm and 
took a DNF, 

The second act had a new cast; for 
a while at least. The man who started it 
all over here, Torsten Hallman, led the 
first laps but was pressured by Stodulka, 
Torsten had to write off the day when his 
rear hub destroyed itself, 

This race found some good people going 
through the ropes, Jonsson, DeCoster and 
Aberg all either crashed or toured the 
infield. Kring, who had been third, took 
over the lead and after a tussle with Vic 
Allan, Andersson got second, Bengt 
Aberg, who even crashes quickly, got 
back up for fourth, 

The final moto had the gallery cheer- 
ing for old favorites, Dave Bickers 
eclipsed most of the pack on the high side 
of the first turn, He then passed Aberg 
and Jonsson to challenge Kring for the 
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lead. Dave was riding like the Bickers _ 


famed in song and fable, He seems to 
delight in throwing a rooster tail across 
a section that a lesser rider would brake 
through, 

DeCoster also showed inspiration and 
bumping off seven riders before the flag 
fell. Bickers finally let Aberg past and 
Jonsson disappeared for awhile and was 
later seen dragging enough weeds to make 
a hay bale. 

Both Gary Bailey and Barry Higgins 
were off form and finished 15th and 16th 
respectively. Lars Larsson was eighth 
overall but if you think that Lars rides 
too much like a European then Bill 
Silverthorn was the first American. Bill 
was tenth, just ahead of Bob Grossi, Tim 
Hart, Mark Blackwell and Russ Darnell,

AUSTIN, TEX, Nov. 30, 1969— Instigated 
last month as a 100cc class, the ‘‘nov- 
ice’ competition for beginners was ad- 
vanced in November to 125cc to allow a 
wider range of machinery, Overall class 
winner was James Sloan on a Kawasaki, 
with a first, a second and a third. 

He usually rides a larger bike, but 
John Loughlin, who quit his engineering 
job to race motorcycles fulltime, scored 
his first local win in the 125cc class on 
an Eagle. He took three wins ahead of 
James Haecker (Yamaha) and Charles 
Eller (Yamaha). 

The tightest racing came in the 250cc 
class where it appeared at first that 
Wyman Priddy (Maico) would dominate 
with three wins in a row. But by the third 
heat, Robi Holbert (Ossa) found that he 


had a shot at second place overall— if 
only he could ease Priddy out of first in 
this last round. Robi led early in the 
race, but by the final laps he had slipped 
to Priddy, and he began to plan a деѕрег- 
ate strategy, As the two leaders charged 
for the finish line, the crowd came toits 
feet. As Priddy shut down for the rough 
terrain beyond the line, Holbert charged 
on, full tilt, past the Maico, past the 
finish and end over end, He was still 
laughing when they got to him, Third 
behind Priddy and Holbert was Bill 
Kasson on a CZ, 

Four different marques filled the first 
four places in the Open Class overall 
results, Pat Rogers (Husqvarna) was 
first with three wins, followed by Ramon 
Dasch (CZ), Joe Rachel (Maico) and 
Dean Burton (BSA),

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LEGISLATI | Е NOTEBOOK Desert Rats Take Holiday

ON THE OTHER HAND... 


If the registration of all off-road vehicles puts a plug in the pipeline of 
stolen machines (which would be welcome to many riders), it also brings 
specific problems which will be unwelcome to others. 


To all riders it is “one more law, 
when we already have too many.” It 
is also “another tax to pay the gov- 
ernment when we already pay too 
much," True! True! True! We have 
so many rules and regulations al- 
ready, so much paperwork to contend 
with that no one in his right mind 
wants to add more unless there is 
good reason for it. 

Taxes are a burden in many forms, 
not the least of which is the vehicle 
registration costs we pay, The motor- 
cycle owner, it seems, pays an unfair 
proportion of these costs. In California 
and many other states, the cost of vehicle 
license represents a basic fee, called the 
registration fee, and a personal property 
tax, This basic fee is now $11 in Cali- 
fornia (a rise of $3inas many years) and 
the personal property tax is a minimum 
of $1 up. This is true of all autos and 
motorcycles, Station wagons have a base 
fee of $12 plus. Trucks have a weight 
fee added to the $11 plus. 

To the owner of one moderately priced 
motorcycle the license cost may not seem 
excessive. To the hobbyist with three or 
four or more it becomes a major annual 
budget item, 

It is true that the perperwork involved 
in licensing a motorcycle is the sameas 
that in licensing an auto and perhaps all 
vehicle fees only serve to pay the costs 
of operating the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. But all logic indicates that a 
motorcycle should have a lower base 
fee than an automobile, 

The weight of the average motorcycle 
is about one tenth that of the average 
auto, therefore the wear and tear on the 
road surface is proportionally less, The 
amount of road space required for a 
motorcycle is less than half that required 


by an auto, Pollutants poured into the 
atmosphere by a motorcycle engine are 
considerably less than by an auto, Traf- 
fic congestion is lessened by motorcycle 
use, It makes no sense when your motor- 
cycle license costs as much as your 
automobile license and with lower priced 
cars this is often the case. Small wonder 
that no one wants to license off-road 
vehicles, 

The motorcycle hobbyist and profes- 
sional rider has a further problem: the 
matter of interchangeable machines, How 
does one license a conglomeration of 
frames and motors and spare parts that 
organize into one motorcycle today and 
another tomorrow? Is it possible to find 
a legal arrangement for such licensing 
that wouldn’t cause undue hassles and 
headaches to the enthusiast who never 
rides a strictly stock machine anywhere? 

Motorcycle people aren’t promoting 
the idea of off-road-vehicle registration 
yet. It is being discussed by legislators 
in various areas as an additional source 
of revenue and a method of hindering 
theft, It may eventually become a reality 
whether we support or oppose it, 

Our problem now is to weigh the pros 
and cons and clarify our own opinions as 
to the benefits and drawbacks of such 
legislation. Knowing what we want is 
half the battle, Any legislation need not 
offer a simple choice of acceptance or 
rejection, There is always modification, 
Perhaps we can convince the legislature 
that the basic fee for all motorcycles is 
too high (it’s not easy to lower taxes but 
it is sometimes possible), Perhaps we 
can work out registration procedure to 
allow for the versatility of some en- 
thusiasts. 

Perhaps we can put the lid onthatvast 
garbage can of unregistered machines, 
whence no stolen bike ever returns, 
without putting an intolerable burden on 
anyone, It's worth thinking about,
